The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  1,004.  In  addition,  10 
houses  were  built  for  City  Police  personnel  by  arrangement  with  the  Scottish  Home 
Department. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  since  1919,  with  the 
aid  of  subsidies  under  the  Housing  Acts,  is  1,685.  This  number  includes  49  houses 
erected  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Assistance  to  Builders)  Scheme  (Scotland), 
1920.  Of  the  total  number,  259  contained  more  than  4 rooms.  The  scheme  of 
assistance  to  private  enterprise  was  terminated  on  31st  March,  1934. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Town  Planning  for  the  following  information 
regarding  the  number  of  houses  erected  since  1919.  The  total  number  of  dwelling- 
houses  so  erected  is  4,540,  and,  of  these,  3,551  consisted  of  houses  of  4 rooms  and 

under. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  period  1919-55  is, 
therefore,  18,584,  and,  of  these,  1,379  contained  more  than  4 rooms. 

Eleven  self-contained  houses  were  converted  into  three,  four,  five,  six,  and 
eight-roomed  flats. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  past  year  was  1,214. 
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Unfit  Houses. 

The  practice  of  submitting  lists  of  unfit  properties  considered  to  be  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  warrant  priority  is  being  adhered  to,  and  256  such  dwellings  were 
reported  to  the  Corporation  for  action  in  1955.  During  the  same  period,  217 
bouses  were  demolished  and  188  closed.

Conversion  and  Demolition  of  Existing  Dwelling-Houses  for  Business 
Purposes,  &c. 

Since  the  revocation  of  the  Housing  (Additional  Powers)  Act  in  December, 
1921,  it  is  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  that  648 
dwelling-houses  have  either  been  demolished  or  have  ceased  to  be  used  as  dwelling- 
houses. 

Common  Lodging-Houses  and  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

At  the  end  of  1955,  there  were  two  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City,  viz., 
the  Sailors’  Home  and  the  Home  for  Deep  Sea  Fishermen.  Two  day  visits  and 
three  night  visits  were  made. 

The  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  five,  being  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  This  number  includes  three  houses 
which  were  formerly  registered  as  common  lodging-houses,  but  which,  on  account 
of  the  charge  per  night  having  been,  in  1920,  increased  beyond  the  sum  of  6d., 
were  transferred  to  the  register  of  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

The  number  of  day  visits  was  19,  and  night  visits,  33.  The  houses  were  kept 
in  good  repair  and  in  a cleanly  condition.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  bedding. 

The  number  of  lodgers  at  the  Corporation  Lodging-House  ranged  from  139  to 
198.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  ranged  from  150  to  206.  The  number  of 
day  visits  was  9,  and  night  visits,  11. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (K) . 

Tents  and  Vans. 

In  December,  1954,  the  number  of  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  11.  Of  these,  6, 
containing  11  persons,  were  occupied  by  persons  who  desire  to  obtain  a house. 

At  a census  taken  during  1955,  it  was  found  that  the  number  of  families 
living  in  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  14.  Of  these,  7,  containing  15  persons,  were  occupied 
by  itinerants,  or  by  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  obtain  a house  in  the  City.  The 
remaining  7,  containing  17  persons,  were  occupied  by  persons  who  desire  to  obtain 
a house.  In  addition.  15  caravans,  containing  39  persons,  occupied  by  showmen 
and  their  families  and  situated  within  the  Beach  amusement  park,  were  inspected. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  33. 
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Insect  Infestation. 

The  number  of  houses  found  to  be  more  or  less  bug  infested  during  the  year 
was  20,  a decrease  of  6 from  the  previous  year.  Of  these  houses,  4 were  privately 
owned  and  16  were  Local  Authority.  The  houses  and  furniture  therein  were 
sprayed  with  a 5 per  cent,  solution  of  D.D.T.  in  kerosene,  the  bedding  being 
dusted  with  D.D.T.  powder. 

The  Factorial  Department  forward  the  names  and  addresses  of  tenants  remov- 
ing to  Corporation  houses.  All  these  houses  are  visited  and,  in  315  cases,  spraying 
was  carried  out  as  a precautionary  measure  against  the  risk  of  infestation  in  the 
new  houses. 

During  the  year,  7 houses  were  treated  for  infestation  by  beetles,  moths, 
silverfish  or  “earwigs,”  8 for  woodworm,  and  15  wasps’  nests  were  destroyed. 

Unclean  Houses. 

During  the  year,  the  floors  of  18  dwelling  apartments,  the  articles  of  furniture 
in  10  apartments,  and  10  sets  of  bed  and  body  clothing  were  cleaned  by  the 
occupants  after  notices  had  been  served  upon  them.  The  numbers  in  the  previous 
year  were,  respectively,  20,  19,  and  14. 

There  is  a considerable  number  of  houses  which  require  to  be  re-visited 
frequently  in  order  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is  being 
maintained. 

HOUSING  (REPAIRS  AND  RENTS)  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1954. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  30th  July,  1954,  is  divided  into  two 
parts.  Part  I deals  with  proposals  for  exercise  of  Local  Authorities’  functions  as 
to  clearance  areas,  &c.  Part  II  deals  with  the  powers  and  duties  placed  upon  local 
authorities  in  connection  with  the  increase  of  rents  of  controlled  houses  permitted 
by  the  Act.  In  exercise  of  these  powers,  Regulations  cited  as  the  Housing  (Repairs 
Increase)  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1954,  came  into  operation  on  30th  August,  1954. 
Under  the  Act,  a landlord  of  a house  alfected  may  claim  a repairs’  increase,  but 
only— 

(a)  where  he  is  responsible  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  repair  of  the  house; 

( b ) if  and  so  long  as  the  house  fulfils  certain  requirements  as  to  its  condition; 

(c)  provided  he  has  carried  out  work  to  a certain  minimum  value  during  a 

specified  period,  and 

(d)  if  he  has  served  on  the  tenant  a notice  of  increase  of  rent.

DRAINAGE. 

The  number  of  choked  drains  was  342,  as  compared  with  299  in  the  previous 
year,  while  the  number  of  choked  w.c.’s  was  18,  compared  with  21.  During  the 
year,  6 letters  were  sent  to  tenants  where  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  the 
chokage  was  due  to  wilful  interference  or  improper  use. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (A). 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year,  77  smoke  observations  were  carried  out  and  six  industrial 
chimneys  were  particularly  troublesome.  Emission  of  black  smoke  is  an  offence 
under  local  legislation,  and  periods  of  such  discharge  varied  from  two  to  ten 
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minutes  per  half-hour  of  observation.  In  most  cases,  the  cause  was  unsuitable  fuel 
or  careless  stoking,  and  when  the  inspectors’  advice  was  followed  on  these  matters, 
any  nuisance  was  abated. 

In  two  instances  it  was  necessary  to  issue  warnings. 

Alleged  nuisance  caused  by  noxious  fumes  and  smoke  from  the  Grit  Factory  in 
Holland  Street. 

Periodic  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  when  no  cause  for 
complaint  was  observed. 

Alleged  nuisance  caused  by  noxious  fumes,  smoke,  and  grit  from  the  Grit  Factory 
in  Ruthrieston  Road. 

The  above  factory  ceased  production  in  1954  and  was  demolished  this  year. 

A new  factory,  which  was  opened  at  Tullos,  Nigg,  at  the  beginning  of  the 
year,  has  given  no  cause  for  complaint. 

Nuisance  from  dust  emanating  from  stone-crushing  plant  at  Rubislaw  Quarries. 

A complaint  was  received  from  a resident  in  Angusfield  Avenue  regarding  the 
emission  of  dust  from  the  crushing  plant.  Observations  made  over  a period  revealed 
no  excessive  emission  of  dust,  but,  coinciding  with  a period  of  dry  weather, 
residual  dust  on  the  plant  and  surrounding  area  became  windborne. 

Representatives  of  the  Quarry  Company  and  the  engineers  who  recently 
installed  the  dust  collector  were  contacted,  and  I am  informed  that  negotiations 
are  taking  place  regarding  the  collector’s  efficiency. 

Tar -macadam  Plant. — A filter  has  recently  been  fitted  to  this  plant  in  the 
form  of  a layer  of  coke,  within  a concrete  chamber,  through  which  water  percolates. 
No  appreciable  emission  of  dust  was  observed  from  this  plant. 

Rivers — Prevention  of  Pollution. 

To  a lesser  extent,  pollution  of  the  River  Don  continues.  Visits  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time,  and  there  is  evidence  of  a definite  improvement.

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Inspections. 

All  the  premises  in  which  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are  regularly  visited, 
the  total  number  of  inspections,  inclusive  of  slaughter-houses,  being  182. 

Complaints. 

As  a result  of  complaints  concerning  offensive  odours  during  July  and  August, 
it  was  deemed  advisable  to  report  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Committee  on  the 
steps  taken  to  investigate  the  matter. 

All  the  likely  premises  were  visited,  and  eventually  investigations  were 
narrowed  down  to  fish  product  premises  and  the  transport  and  storage  of  raw 
material  connected  therewith. 

Action  Taken. 

(a)  Fish  meal  and  fertiliser  plants  were  inspected  in  detail,  and  specific  pro- 
blems were  discussed  with  the  managers  of  the  firms. 

( b ) The  transport  conveying  raw  material  into  and  through  the  City  was 
inspected  and  their  washing  arrangements  checked. 

(c)  Premises  where  fish  boxes  were  handled  and  stored  were  similarly  dealt  with. 

( d ) Storage  of  unwashed  offal  drums  within  the  City  was  prohibited. 

(e)  Firms  collecting  fish  offal  for  delivery  to  the  factories  were  requested  to 
arrange  for  a more  frequent  collection  to  ensure  that  the  material  would  be 
relatively  fresh  on  arrival. 

Details  of  the  investigation  and  action  taken  are  contained  in  the  special 
reports. 

It  is  anticipated  that,  as  a result  of  action  taken  during  the  year,  and  further 
remedial  measures  which  cannot  be  dealt  with  at  short  notice,  e.g.,  necessary 
structural  works,  major  replacement  of  plant,  &c.,  the  operation  of  fish  meal 
plants  may  be  conducted  without  serious  nuisance  or  adverse  effect  on  the  amenities 
of  the  City. 

ALKALI,  &c. , WORKS  REGULATION  (SCOTLAND)  ACTS,  1906  AND  1951. 

Works  scheduled  in  terms  of  the  above  Acts  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  and  the  following  four  works  are  particularly 
liable  to  emit  noxious  or  offensive  gases:  — 

(a)  Sulphuric  acid  manufacturer  . . 1 

( b ) Chemical  manure  manufacturers  . 3 

Alleged  Nuisance  caused  by  Fumes  and  Dust  from  the  Wash  Tower  at  the  North- 
Eastern  Agricultural  Co-operative  Society,  Limited. 

A complaint  was  received  regarding  the  emission  of  excessive  fumes  and  steam 
from  the  artificial  fertiliser  plant.  Inspection  revealed  that  one  of  the  water  sprays 
in  the  wash  towers  was  out  of  action  due  to  a defective  water  pipe,  and,  when  this 
was  repaired,  the  emission  of  fumes,  &c.,  was  reduced  to  a minimum. 
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THE  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  (SCOTLAND)  ACTS,  1933  TO  1934. 

Seventy-two  licences  in  terms  of  the  above  Acts  were  issued  to  slaughtermen 
for  the  use  of  a mechanically  operated  instrument. 

PIG-STYES. 

At  the  end  of  1955,  there  were  7 pig-styes  on  the  register,  being  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (D). 

FACTORIES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register  1,246  factories  (excluding 
butchers,  dairies,  and  bakehouses),  comprising  924  in  which  mechanical  power  was 
used,  301  in  which  mechanical  power  was  not  used,  and  21  other  premises  in  which 
Section  7 is  enforced  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Four  notices  were  received  under  Section  9 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  which 
requires  that  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  shall  give  notice  to  the  Local  Authority  of 
any  act  or  default  in  relation  to  any  drain,  sanitary  convenience,  water  supply, 
nuisance,  or  other  matter  in  a factory  which  is  liable  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Local 
Authority.  These  notices — 2 concerning  inadequate  sanitary  conveniences,  one  con- 
cerning defective  artificial  lighting  in  a sanitary  convenience,  and  the  other  in- 
adequate heating  of  a workroom — received  attention. 

Plans  have  been  submitted  relative  to  the  installation  of  sufficient  sanitary 
accommodation  where  this  was  inadequate,  and,  in  one  case,  the  work  was  in  pro- 
gress. The  electric  lighting  was  repaired  where  defective.  In  the  fourth  case,  the 
notice  was  referred  back  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  as  mechanical  power  had 
been  installed. 

As  required  by  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  the  occupiers  of  all  factories  employing 
outworkers  are  obliged  to  send  to  the  Local  Authority  during  the  months  of  Feb- 
ruary and  August  each  year,  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  outworkers 
employed  by  them  during  the  preceding  six  months.  Altogether,  12  lists  were 
received,  embracing  171  outworkers  resident  in  Aberdeen.  The  homes  of  all  these 
outworkers  were  visited. 

The  provisions  of  Part  I of  the  Act  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  are  made 
applicable  to  building  operations  and  works  of  engineering  construction.  During 
the  year,  53  inspections  were  made  in  connection  witih  the  sanitary  conveniences 
provided  for  the  employees  on  34  such  operations  or  works.  Twenty  defects  were 
found  in  18  of  these  conveniences,  and  in  every  case  the  required  work  was  carried 
out. 

Inspection  of  Plans. 

At  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Town  Planning  or  the  City  Engineer,  240 
plans  were  reported  on  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  These  plans  dealt  with  the 
erection  of  or  alterations  to  factories,  fish  premises,  warehouses,  public  houses,  places 
of  public  refreshment,  schools,  shops,  dwelling-houses,  &c. 
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All  the  plans  were  examined  and,  where  possible,  the  premises  visited  to  ensure 
that  the  requirements  of  the  respective  statutes  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
premises  were  complied  with. 


BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  58  bakehouses  in  the  City,  52  being  classed 
as  mechanical  factories  and  6 as  non-mechanical — the  same  numbers  as  in  the 
previous  year. 

In  connection  with  these,  125  visits  were  paid.  Details  of  the  work  done  are 
given  in  Appendix  I (F). 

Bakehouse  Welfare  Order,  1927. 

By  arrangement  with  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  assistance  is  given  by  the 
sanitary  staff  in  seeing  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  Order  are  complied  with. 

Washing  Facilities. 

In  seven  bakehouses,  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  is  not  laid  on  to  the  sinks, 
but  this  is  meantime  provided  by  means  of  gas  rings  or  boilers. 

Suitable  Accommodation  for  Clothing. 

In  54  bakehouses,  cloakrooms  or  clothes  cupboards  are  provided,  and  in  4, 
provision  is  made  for  the  hanging  of  clothes  in  passages. 

The  requirements  as  to  the  exhibition  of  dermatitis  notices  and  the  provision 
of  facilities  for  first-aid  are  generally  complied  with.  First-aid  equipment  is  pro- 
vided in  all  bakehouses. 


MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  RELATIVE  ORDERS.

This  is  an  increase  of  ten  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  839  visits  were  paid  to  dairies,  farms,  and  milkshops. 
Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (G)  and  (H). 

The  number  of  cowsheds  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  six,  being  one  less  than  in 
the  previous  year.  Since  the  Veterinary  Inspector  employed  by  the  Town  Council 
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was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  byres  have  been 
inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1934. 

In  a circular  issued  to  all  local  authorities,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  directed 
to  include  in  his  Annual  Report  a statement  of  the  extent  to  which  Articles  IV 
to  XIV  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  were  being  complied  with. 

No  contraventions  were  discovered. 

The  Milk  (Special  Designations)  (Scotland)  Orders,  1951  and  1952. 

No  special  administrative  difficulties  were  encountered  during  the  year  with 
regard  to  the  above  Orders. 

Two  new  producers  licences  were  granted  during  the  year  for  the  use  of  the 
special  designation  “Tuberculin  Tested.”  The  six  producers  within  the  City  are 
now  all  licensed  to  sell  “Tuberculin  Tested”  milk.

ICE-CREAM  AND  PRESERVED  FOOD. 

Section  23  of  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  (General  Powers)  Confirmation  Act, 
1938,  makes  it  compulsory  for  (a)  all  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  a manu- 
facturer or  vendor  or  dealer  in- ice-cream  or  preserved  food  to  be  registered  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  ( h ) for  all  premises  so  used  to  be  similarly  registered.  During 
the  year,  all  premises  in  which  preserved  food  is  manufactured,  stored,  or  sold  have 
been  visited  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  requirements  of  the 
Section  were  being  complied  with.

Ice-cream  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1948. 

During  the  year,  389  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  factories  and  premises  where 

ice-cream  is  sold. 

Three  vehicles  were  examined  and  registered  during  the  year. 
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Under  the  powers  contained  in  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  (General  Powers) 
Order  Confirmation  Act,  1938-40,  460  premises  are  registered  to  sell  pre-packed  or 
wrapped  ice-cream,  and  there  are  twenty-four  places  of  public  amusement  where 
pre-packed  or  wrapped  ice-cream  is  sold  but  not  manufactured.  These  are  also 
controlled  under  the  aforementioned  Act. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

Hygiene  Regulations  are  not  yet  in  force,  but  on  every  occasion  when  shops 
and  food  premises  are  inspected,  the  staff  - impress  upon  the  owners  the  importance 
of  clean  and  safe  food. 

It  is  well  known  that  a clean  food  supply  depends  upon  the  observance  of 
hygienic  standards  in  both  premises  and  personnel,  and  we  in  Aberdeen  are 
fortunate  in  having  local  legislation  which  enables  some  of  the  problems  to  be 
adequately  controlled. 

Of  the  plans  forwarded  for  observations,  these  concerning  premises  where  food 
is  prepared  for  sale  to  the  public  receive  special  attention  under  the  above  heading. 

SHOPS  WHERE  FOODSTUFFS  ARE  SOLD. 

Under  a local  Act,  every  occupier  of  any  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  any 
article  of  food  who  does  not  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  good  condition  is  liable  to 
a penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  and  to  a daily  penalty  not  exceeding  ten 
shillings. 

Altogether,  773  shops  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  in  218  cases  the 
occupiers  were  communicated  with  regarding  the  condition  of  their  shops.  Details 
of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (I),  and  the  following  table  gives  par- 
ticulars of  the  shops  visited  : —

This  is  a decrease  of  two  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

All  the  premises  were  visited  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  see  that  conditions 
were  in  conformity  with  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  Acts. 

HOTELS. 

Inspections  were  made  of  seven  hotel  kitchens,  and  in  three  cases  it  was  found 
that  twenty-two  defects  required  to  be  dealt  with.  Notices  were  served  on  the 
occupiers  and  the  required  work  was  duly  carried  out. 

PUBLIC  HOUSES. 

As  a result  of  numerous  improvements  and  extensions  to  premises  carried  out 
by  members  of  the  licensed  trade,  the  annual  reports  relative  to  unsatisfactory 
sanitary  conveniences  in  public  houses  are  being  reduced  each  year. 

The  progress  report  submitted  to  the  Magistrates  at  the  March  Licensing  Court 
dealt  with  24  premises.  In  16  of  these,  the  sanitary  conveniences  were  considered 
to  be  unsatisfactory  and  in  8,  conveniences  were  not  provided  for  female  customers. 

Nine  licence  holders,  when  faced  with  the  necessity  of  providing  additional 
sanitary  conveniences,  also  extended  their  premises  to  form  modern  lounge  bars. 
Another  seven  provided  satisfactory  accommodation  for  both  sexes  by  installing 
additional  appliances  or  replacing  obsolete  or  defective  fittings. 

In  four  of  the  remaining  cases,  plans  have  been  prepared;  whilst  in  the  other 
four,  the  enforcement  of  work  has  been  deferred  owing  to  the  probable  limited  life 
of  the  property. 

Thirty-five  reports  were  also  submitted  at  the  March  and  October  Licensing 
Courts  relative  to  applications  for  new  Certificates,  Transfers  of  Certificates  to 
new  tenants  or  occupants,  petitions  in  respect  of  alterations,  &c.,  and  for  provisional 
certificates  to  be  made  final. 
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Architects  engaged  by  licensees  are  encouraged  to  consult  this  department  on 
standards  required  for  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  &c.,  so  that  agree- 
ment may  be  reached  before  plans  are  submitted  to  the  Court.  In  all  other  cases, 
the  Magistrates  imposed  conditions  that  the  requirements  recommended  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  be  complied  with. 

In  addition  to  ensuring  that  satisfactory  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing 
facilities  for  the  public  would  be  provided,  the  opportunity  was  also  taken  to  request 
that,  in  premises  where  bar  counters  were  being  constructed  or  altered,  double  sink 
units  with  hot  and  cold  running  water  be  installed  for  the  washing  and  sterilising 
or  rinsing  of  glasses.  Six  such  units  have  been  or  are  being  installed. 

When  the  contents  of  the  long  awaited  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  become 
known,  the  question  of  adequate  washing  facilities  for  glasses  will  be  considered 
in  respect  of  all  such  premises. 


FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  total  quantity  of  Meat  and  Other  Food  rejected  or  destroyed  as  a result 
of  inspection  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  was  approximately  216 
tons. 

A detailed  statement  relevant  to  this  work  is  contained  in  Appendix  III. 

This  does  not  include  any  seizures  at  the  slaughterhouse  as  these  will  be  found 
in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Tinned  Foods. 

Considerable  attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  inspection  of  tinned  foods. 
All  factories  where  such  articles  are  prepared  are  regularly  visited. 

Wholesale  warehouses  and  shops  are  also  visited,  and  in  these,  350  lots  of 
tinned  foods,  comprising  meat,  corned  beef,  tongue,  ham,  fish,  cheese,  confectionery, 
vegetables,  milk,  jam,  tomato  puree,  fruit,  liquid  eggs,  and  cereals,  were  dealt 
with  as  being  unfit  for  human  food.  The  number  of  lots  dealt  with  in  the  previous 
year  was  377. 

Prosecutions. 

In  no  case  did  the  Sanitary  Inspector  find  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  anyone  for  having  in  his  possession,  or  having  sold  or  exposed  for 
sale,  food  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Cold  Stores. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the-  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  (Scotland),  1932,  four  cold  stores  are  registered.  These  premises  were 
regularly  visited.

Informal  Samples  of  Sweet  Milk. 

The  total  number  of  “informal”  samples  procured  during  1955  was  836.  Four 
of  the  samples  were  certified  not  genuine. 

On  24th  May  an  “informal”  sample  of  T.T.  milk  procured  from  a producer 
was  certified  to  contain  2-40  per  cent.  fat.  The  Analyst  stated  that  the  sample  was 
delivered  in  a one-pint  bottle  which  was  not  quite  full,  and  this  suggested  the 
possibility  of  some  of  the  cream  layer  having  been  spilled. 

A further  “informal”  sample  was  procured  on  27th  May,  when  the  Analyst 
certified  that  this  sample  contained  4 00  per  cent.  fat. 

On  27th  October  an  “informal”  sample  of  T.T.  milk  procured  from  a producer/ 
consumer  was  certified  to  contain  2-70  per  cent.  fat. 

On  22nd  November  an  “informal”  sample  of  Certified  milk  procured  from  a 
producer  was  certified  to  contain  2-50  per  cent.  fat. 
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On  5th  December  an  “informal”  sample  of  Certified  milk  procured  from  a 
producer  was  certified  to  contain  2-90  per  cent.  fat. 

Letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  the  offenders.  Follow-up  samples  were  sub- 
sequently found  to  be  satisfactory. 

In  addition,  four  “unofficial”  samples  were  forwarded  to  the  Regional 
Bacteriologist,  who  reported  that  the  samples  were  satisfactory.

Food  Standards  (Ice-Cream)  Order,  1953. 

Of  the  forty -seven  samples  submitted,  2 failed  to  comply  with  the  prescribed 
standard  of  5 per  cent.  Fat,  10  per  cent.  Sugar,  and  per  cent.  Solids  not  Fats. 

In  one  case,  a warning  letter  was  sent,  and  “follow  up”  samples  proved  satis- 
factory. In  the  other  case,  an  “official”  sample  was  procured  and  certified  to  be 
2 per  cent,  deficient  in  fat.  The  case  was  discussed  with  the  Procurator-Fiscal, 
when  it  was  decided  that  a letter  of  warning  be  sent  to  the  offender. 


Ice-Cream  Memorandum  S3  (Tech.),  1948. 

A total  of  52  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination — 28  being 
taken  initially,  and  13,  or  46  per  cent.,  failed  to  comply  with  the  presumptive 
bacterial  standard.  Twenty-three  “follow  up”  samples  were  taken,  and  10,  or  43 
per  cent.,  failed  to  comply  with  the  standard.  This  high  percentage  of  failures  is 
due  to  the  fact  that  4 samples  and  2 samples,  respectively,  were  necessary  to  detect 
and  eliminate  the  persistent  contamination  from  two  factories  only. 
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Butter. 

One  “informal”  sample  was  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

“Cookeen.” 

One  “informal”  sample  was  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

Mince. 

Ten  “informal”  samples  were  analysed.  Five  of  the  samples  were  certified 
to  contain  80,  100,  192,  460,  and  1,500  parts  per  million  Sulphur  Dioxide. 

Four  “official”  samples  were  procured,  and  one  was  certified  to  contain  103 
parts  per  million  Sulphur  Dioxide.  After  discussion  with  the  Procurator-Fiscal, 
it  was  decided  that  a letter  of  warning  be  sent  to  the  offender. 

In  the  remaining  case,  a letter  of  warning  was  sent  to  the  offender.  “Follow 
up”  samples  have  yet  to  be  taken. 

Tinned  Soup. 

Following  a complaint  of  sickness  after  partaking  of  cream  of  chicken  soup, 
four  tins  were  submitted  to  the  Regional  Bacteriologist,  who  reported  as  follows:  — 
“Bacteriological  examination  has  shown  that  the  contents  of  these  tins  were  sterile. 
Furthermore,  there  was  no  evidence  of  erosion.  The  soups  were  therefore  entirely 
wholesome.” 

Jellies  and  Jelly  Crystals. 

Seven  “informal”  samples  were  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

Mixed  Fruit. 

Four  “informal”  samples  were  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

Dried  Apricots. 

One  “informal”  sample  was  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

Stoned  Dates. 

“Four  “informal”  samples  were  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

Prunes. 

One  “informal”  sample  was  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 

Raisins.

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Grape  Fruit  Juice. 

Complaint  was  made  to  a grocer  regarding  this  commodity.  Part  of  the 
contents  of  the  tin,  along  with  an  unopened  tin,  were  forwarded  to  the  Public 
Analyst,  who  reported  that  the  sample  complained  of  contained  500  parts  per 
million  Tin,  while  the  unopened  tin  contained  120  parts  per  million  Tin. 

Orange  Juice. 

At  the  request  of  a firm,  two  samples  of  concentrated  orange  juice  were  sub- 
mitted to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  reported  as  follows:  — 

No.  1.  No  preservative  found. 

No.  2.  91  parts  per  million  Sulphur  Dioxide.  No  benzoic  or  salicylic  acid. 

Tinned  Pears. 

A wholesale  firm  requested  that  samples  be  analysed  on  account  of  damage. 
Accordingly,  two  tins  were  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  stated  as 
follows: — “Contents  of  can  contaminated  in  process  of  collecting  contained  gas. 
P.H.  of  3-5  and  a tin  content  of  50  parts  per  million.'' 

Fish  Dyes. 

Four  “informal’’  samples  were  analysed  and  found  to  be  in  compliance  with 
the  appropriate  regulations. 

Brands  Essence,  Calf  Foot  Jelly,  and  Bone  and  Vegetable  Broth. 

At  the  request  of  a wholesale  firm,  a sample  of  each  of  the  above — purchased 
in  1950 — was  submitted  to  the  Regional  Bacteriologist,  who  reported  as  follows:  — 

“Chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  of  these  samples  failed  to  show  any 
cause  for  the  liquifaction  of  the  jellies.  Presumably,  therefore,  with  age,  the 
gelatine  content  has  simply  deteriorated.’’  The  firm  undertook  to  have  the  stock 
destroyed . 

Cream  Biscuit. 

Complaint  was  made  to  this  department  regarding  a suspected  case  of  food 
poisoning  after  consuming  cocoanut  marsh  mallows,  and,  at  the  request  of  the 
retailers,  a sample  was  forwarded  to  the  Regional  Bacteriologist,  who  stated — “No 
pathogenic  organisms  could  be  obtained  from  these  biscuits.” 

Sugar  Rice  Biscuits. 

Complaint  was  made  regarding  these  biscuits.  The  remainder  of  the  packet 
was  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  reported  as  follows: — “Biscuits 
examined  for  a large  variety  of  disinfectants,  ranging  from  carbolic  acid  and 
chloroxylenols  to  that  of  the  modern  detergent  type.  In  all  cases,  the  tests  were 
negative.  Organoleptic  tests  indicated  that  the  biscuits  were  quite  normal.” 

Whisky. 

Four  “official”  samples  were  analysed  and  certified  genuine. 
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THE  MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926,  AND  ORDERS  MADE 
THEREUNDER  AND  THE 

AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCE  (GRADING  AND  MARKING)  ACT,  1928. 

The  Orders  made  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  require  certain  imported 
foodstuffs  when  exposed  for  sale  to  be  clearly  marked  with  the  country  of  origin. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  thereunder  was  210. 

These  inspections  related  to  the  marking  of  apples  and  tomatoes  in  90  shops 
where  apples  were  sold  and  120  where  tomatoes  were  sold.  In  48  cases,  it  was 
found  necessary  to  warn  shopkeepers  regarding  incorrect  or  insufficient  marking, 
and,  on  re-visiting,  it  was  found  that  the  requirements  were  being  complied  with. 

Premises  at  the  “Green”  cold  store  were  registered  for  the  cold  storage  of  eggs. 

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1852-1951. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  were  one  hundred  and  twenty-three 
persons  entitled  to  sell  poisonous  substances  included  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List. 
At  the  time  of  the  inspection  of  premises,  twelve  persons  decided  not  to  renew 
their  registration,  while  eight  additional  persons  applied  to  be  added  to  the  list. 
The  list,  therefore,  at  the  end  of  the  year  contained  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
names  of  listed  sellers. 

All  the  premises  registered  were  visited  in  order  to  see  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Acts  and  Rules  made  thereunder  were  being  complied  with. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  in  1952,  and  regulates  the  sale  of  pet  animals. 
Persons  in  occupation  of  pet  shops  are  required  to  be  licensed  by  the  Local 
Authority,  the  licence  being  renewed  annually  on  1st  January. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  8 persons  licensed  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  pet  shops,  i.e.,  7 shopkeepers  and  1 allotment  holder.  During  the  year, 
an  additional  licence  was  granted.  All  the  premises  when  inspected  were  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

EXTERMINATION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE. 

Since  August,  1931,  an  Extermination  Scheme  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
Town  Council,  and  five  whole-time  ratcatchers  continue  to  be  employed.  The  ser- 
vices of  the  ratcatchers,  available  to  contributors  to  the  Scheme,  are  also  made 
available  to  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  which  are  found  to  be  infested  on 
payment  of  charges  fixed  by  the  Committee.  The  number  of  contributors  at  the 
end  of  1955  was  155,  being  2 less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number  of  visits 
paid  to  their  premises  during  the  year  was  4,987,  as  compared  with  5,313  in  the 
previous  year. 

The  services  of  the  ratcatchers  were  also  made  available,  on  request,  for  73 
citizens’  premises  which  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  number  of  similar  premises 
dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  110.  The  number  of  visits  paid  to  these 
premises  during  the  year  was  356. 
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The  ratcatchers  periodically  visit  all  open  places,  such  as  rubbish  tips,  railway 
embankments,  burns,  &c.,  and  also  all  premises  belonging  to  the  Town  Council 
which  are  likely  to  be  infested. 

Valuable  assistance  continues  to  be  rendered  by  the  City  Engineer’s  Depart- 
ment in  raising  pavements  and  closing  up  rat  runs.

course  of  this  operation,  approximately  12f  miles  of  sewers  involving  703  manholes 
were  treated.  107  lbs.  12  ozs.  of  unpoisoned  prebait  was  laid  on  the  manholes  and 
of  this  quantity  35  lbs.  13  ozs.  was  taken.  Thereafter,  68  lbs.  5 ozs.  of  poisoned 
bait  was  laid  and  of  this  quantity  21  lbs.  3 ozs.  was  taken.  As  an  extra  measure 
of  destruction  41  lbs.  15  ozs.  of  poisoned  bait  was  relaid  and  left  in  the  manholes 
which  showed  most  evidence  of  rat  infestation. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  approximately  10  miles  of  burns  were  treated. 
14^  lbs.  of  poisoned  bait  were  laid  and  2 lbs.  11  ozs.  taken.

SHOPS  ACT. 

Administration. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  instruments  made  thereunder 
have  been  regularly  enforced. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1,335  shops  were  visited  and  in  92  cases  contra- 
ventions were  discovered.  These  contraventions  were  mainly  concerned  with  the 
failure  to  exhibit  the  statutory  notices. 

Complaints — 3 in  number — regarding  the  non-compliance  of  employers  with 
certain  provisions  for  the  welfare  of  shop  assistants  were  received.  After  inspection, 
the  employers  were  notified  and  immediate  steps  were  taken  to  comply  with  the 
requirements. 

Half-Holiday  Orders. 

There  are  in  force  within  the  City  10  Half-Holiday  Orders  affecting  the 
following  trades  or  businesses: — coal  and  firewood  dealers;  ironmongers,  iron 
merchants,  and  cutlers;  drapers,  clothiers,  and  outfitters;  boot  and  shoe  dealers  and 
repairers;  grocers;  music  sellers  and  musical  instrument  dealers;  retail  millers,  hay, 
straw,  meal,  and  flour  merchants;  saddlers,  harness  makers,  and  travelling  goods 
manufacturers;  sale  of  meat;  sale  of  fish;  photographers;  cabinet  makers,  uphols- 
terers, furniture  dealers,  and  house  furnishers;  hairdressers  and  barbers;  chemists 
and  druggists;  watchmakers,  jewellers,  and  opticians. 

There  are,  in  addition,  two  Exemption  of  Trades  Orders  which  exempt  the 
following  trades  or  businesses  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  (Closing  of  Shops  on 
Weekly  Half-Holiday): — funeral  undertakers;  seed  merchants;  booksellers, 
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stationers,  newsagents,  and  fancy  goods  merchants;  coal  merchants  in  the  Harbour 
area. 

Closing  Orders. 

There  are  eight  Closing  Orders  in  force,  viz.,  chemists,  boot  and  shoe  dealers, 
hairdressers,  ironmongers,  drapers,  butchers,  watchmakers,  jewellers,  and  fruiterers. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  most  shops  are  now  closing  earlier  than  the  hour 
prescribed  under  the  above  Orders. 


Part  I (Hours  of  Closing). 

Section  1 (1) — Early  Closing  Days. 

As  a result  of  complaints,  2 shops  were  visited  re  weekly  half-holiday  closing. 
In  only  one  case  was  there  cause  for  complaint  and  a verbal  warning  was  given. 

In  the  course  of  routine  inspection  3 shops  were  found  not  to  be  observing 
the  terms  of  the  weekly  Half-Holiday  Order,  and  in  7 cases,  shop  half-holiday 
notices  were  not  being  exhibited.  Letters  of  warning  were  sent  to  the  offenders. 

Six  shops  were  visited  on  requests  being  made  for  information  regarding  half- 
holiday closing  and  the  provisions  of  the  relative  Half-Holiday  Orders  were 
explained. 

Circulars  regarding  the  hours  of  closing  during  the  Christmas  and  New  Year 
period  were  delivered  to  all  shops  in  the  City. 

Section  2 (1) — General  Closing  Hours. 

Six  shops  were  visited  on  enquiry  being  made  as  to  evening  closing  hours. 
Instructions  as  to  the  requirements  of  the  Acts  were  given. 

The  insjiection  of  shops  which  remain  open  for  the  sale  of  certain  commodities 
after  the  closing  hours  prescribed  in  the  various  Half-Holiday  and  Closing  Orders 
and  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Constable. 

Section  13  (1) — Mixed  Shops  remaining  open  on  weekly  half-holiday. 

In  12  cases  it  was  found  that  “mixed  shop”  notices  were  not  being  exhibited. 
Letters  of  warning  were  sent  in  each  case. 


Part  II — Conditions  of  Employment. 

This  part  of  the  Act  regulates  the  half -holiday  for  shop  assistants;  meal 
intervals;  the  hours  of  employment  of  persons  under  the  age  of  18  years;  and  makes 
provision  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop  assistants. 
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Section  17  (1) — Shop  Assistants’  Half-Holiday. 

In  two  cases  it  was  found  that  the  half-holiday  to  assistants  was  not  in  accor- 
dance with  the  Act.  The  employers  rectified  the  matter  and  there  was  no  further 
cause  for  complaint. 

On  inspection  it  was  found  that  the  shopkeepers  had,  in  32  cases,  failed  to 
exhibit  the  assistants’  weekly  half-holiday  notice.  Warnings  were  given. 

Section  19 — Meal  Intervals. 

In  the  course  of  routine  inspection  only  one  contravention  of  this  section  was 
found  and  this  was  rectified  on  the  attention  of  the  shopkeeper  being  drawn  to  the 
irregularity. 

Section  24  (1) — Hours  of  employment  of  young  persons. 

In  inspection,  it  was  found  that,  in  two  cases,  young  persons  were  working  in 
excess  of  the  permitted  hours. 

Enquiries  were  made  by  7 shopkeepers  as  to  conditions  of  employment  of  young 
persons,  and  full  information  was  given  to  the  shopkeepers.

On  the  premises  being  revisited,  the  required  forms  were  found  to  be  in  order. 

Section  37 — Seats  for  Female  Assistants. 

In  course  of  routine  inspection  it  was  found  that,  in  one  case,  seats  were  not 
provided  for  female  shop  assistants.  After  the  employer  had  been  communicated 
with,  seats  were  duly  provided. 

Section  38 — Heating  in  Shops. 

Complaint  was  received  regarding  insufficient  means  of  heating  in  a shop.  On 
the  shop  being  visited,  it  was  found  that  the  complaint  was  justified.  An  assur- 
ance was  given  that  the  matter  would  have  immediate  attention  and,  on  revisiting, 
it  was  found  that  the  matter  had  been  rectified. 

Young  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1938. 

At  the  request  of  an  employer,  full  information  was  given  as  to  the  employ- 
ment of  young  persons  in  a social  club. 

HAIRDRESSERS’  PREMISES. 

During  the  year,  97  inspections  were  made  of  hairdressers’  premises.  Details 
of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (N). 
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SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  CINEMAS,  &c. 

All  places  of  public  entertainment  were  periodically  visited  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  licensed  places  of  amusement  is  41,  while  86  applications  for 
occasional  licences  were  granted. 

All  these  premises  were  inspected  and  reports  regarding  the  sanitary  conven- 
iences. &c.,  submitted  to  the  Magistrates.  The  number  of  visits  paid  was  142. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (L). 

BILLIARD  SALOONS. 

Acting  on  the  instructions  of  the  Magistrates,  all  the  billiard  saloons  (7)  in  the 
City  were  inspected,  and  any  cleaning  or  repairs  carried  out  before  the  licences 
were  renewed.  The  number  of  inspections  was  10. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (M). 

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year,  schools  throughout  the  City  were  inspected  and  defects 
requiring  attention  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  headmasters  or  reported  to  the 
City  Architect. 

These  defects  included  items  of  structural  disrepair,  defective  appliances  and 
classrooms,  and  sanitary  accommodation  requiring  cleaning  and  redecoration. 

A check  was  also  made  on  facilities  for  the  washing  and  sterilising  of  cooking 
utensils  and  crockery  at  the  dining  halls  and  kitchens.  The  two  sink  method  is 
invariably  used  for  the  washing  and  sterilising  of  crockery,  the  sterilising  sink 
being  fitted  with  an  electric  immersion  element  to  maintain  a suitable  temperature. 
In  some  instances  gas  heated  sterilising  sinks  are  in  use. 

When  plans  of  new  schools  were  submitted  for  observations  relative  to  sanitary 
accommodation,  ventilation,  &c.,  the  proximity  or  otherwise  of  hand-washing 
facilities  for  kitchen  staff  was  also  considered.  The  provision  of  a wash-hand  basin, 
with  hot  and  cold  water  laid  on,  was  requested  in  all  cases  where  these  facilities 
were  not  conveniently  accessible. 

PUBLIC  BATHS. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  situated  within  the  City  which  offer  the  follow- 
ing facilities  for  bathers. 

Bon-Accord  Baths,  Justice  Mill  Lane. 

1 swimming  pond  (fresh  water)  120  ft.  by  42  ft. 

1 Turkish  bath. 

3 Russian  baths. 

40  private  baths. 
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Bathing  Station  at  Beach. 

1 swimming  pond  (indoor  salt  water),  90  ft.  by  35  ft. 

The  baths  are  under  the  control  of  the  City  Engineer  and  I am  indebted  to 
him  and  to  the  Regional  Bacteriologist  for  information  relative  to  the  treatment 
and  sampling  of  water. 

The  water  at  both  baths  is  subject  to  continuous  filtration,  chlorination, 
aeration,  and  heating,  and  chloroscope  readings  are  taken  at  intervals  throughout 
the  day. 

Samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  weekly  from 
the  inlet  and  outlet  ends  of  both  baths  by  a member  of  the  Regional  Laboratory 
staff. 

Results  of  204  samples  taken  have  been  consistently  satisfactory.  None  con- 
tained B.  Coli  and  the  following  is  a typical  result:  —

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Fishing  Vessels. 

As  Aberdeen  is  the  chief  fishing  port  of  Scotland  and  one  of  the  largest  in 
Britain,  the  routine  inspection  of  the  fishing  fleet  forms  a considerable  part  of  the 
Inspector’s  work.  Many  of  the  trawlers  are  of  such  an  age  and  construction  that 
little  can  be  done  to  bring  them  up  to  modern  standards. 

Replacements  are  not  keeping  pace  with  losses  and,  with  the  scrapping  of 
uneconomic  and  worn  out  vessels,  losses  due  to  enemy  action,  and  other  reasons, 
the  fleet  has  been  reduced  from  over  300  vessels  before  1939  to  approximately  188 
in  1955. 

During  the  year,  a survey  of  trawlers  and  line-fishing  vessels  was  carried  out 
to  assess  the  condition  of  crew’s  accommodation,  messing  arrangements,  &c.,  and 
a picture  of  the  environmental  conditions  aboard  the  fleet  is  revealed  by 
the  following  classifications  : — 

Class  A.  No.  of  Vessels. 

Vessels,  irrespective  of  age,  aboard  which  the  crew  have  taken 
a pride  in  their  accommodation  and  where,  with  the 
owners’  co-operation,  comfortable  conditions  are  main- 
tained. Generally  the  arrangements  for  the  cooking  and 
preparation  of  food  are  in  the  hands  of  a capable  cook,

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As  a follow-up  to  this  preliminary  survey,  vessels  in  Classes  C,  D,  and  E are 
being  re-inspected  and  the  owners  or  their  agents  are  notified  of  any  defects 
requiring  attention. 

Suggestions  are  also  made  relative  to  steps  which  might  be  taken  to  improve 
conditions  and,  in  some  cases,  the  owners  have  co-operated  in  the  use  of  light- 
coloured  gloss  paints  in  the  redecoration  of  accommodation  with  a consequent 
brightening  effect  in  quarters  which  had  previously  appeared  so  dingy  and 

depressing. 


Insect  Infestation. 

It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  infestation  of  bugs  or  other  insects  on  vessels  as 
in  the  case  of  houses,  have  to  all  intents  and  purposes  been  eliminated  and  the  odd 
case  reported  is  promptly  dealt  with.

Public  Health  (Ships)  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1952. 

These  Regulations  require,  inter  alia,  that  on  arrival  of  a ship  from  a foreign 
port,  the  master  is  required  to  produce  a valid  deratisation  certificate  or  a valid 
deratisation  exemption  certificate. 

A “Valid”  Certificate  is  one  issued  under  these  Regulations,  or  at  an  approved 
foreign  port,  which  has  not  been  current  for  more  than  six  months,  or,  in  the  case 
of  a ship  proceeding  to  her  home  port,  more  than  seven  months  from  the  date  of 
the  last  inspection. 

Some  coastal  vessels,  however,  prefer  to  carry  International  Deratisation 
Certificates  in  order  to  cover  voyages  to  foreign  ports.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  Shipping)  Order,  1951. 

This  Order  applies  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act, 
1949,  to  Shipping.  Obligations  relative  to  destruction  of  rats  or  mice  are  placed 
by  this  Order  on  the  person  having  control  of  any  vessel  other  than  a sea-going 
ship.  A Rodent  Control  Certificate  issued  under  this  Order  is  valid  for  four  months.

(Poison  baits  were  laid  on  one  occasion  but  there  were  no  “takes.”) 
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An  agreement  exists  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Aberdeen  Steam 
Fishing  Vessels  Association  whereby  the  vessels  of  the  Association  are  inspected 
regularly  and  serviced  when  necessary.  One  rat-catcher  is  employed  on  this  work 
and  during  the  year  4,133  visits  were  paid  to  185  vessels;  229  lbs.  of  j:>oisoned  baits 

were  laid  and  83  lbs.  taken. 

Vessels  entering  the  Harbour  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats  and,  if 
necessary,  steps  are  taken  to  eradicate  the  vermin. 


Fish  Inspection. 

Fish  landed  in  Aberdeen  is  mainly  obtained  from  near  and  middle  waters  and, 
as  the  trips  to  the  fishing  grounds  are  of  short  duration,  the  fish  landed  is  generally 
very  fresh. 

The  Fish  Market  as  a whole  is  controlled  by  two  bodies  in  Aberdeen.  The 
Market  itself  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  the  Quay  to  the  Aberdeen  Harbour 
Commissioners. 

In  terms  of  Market  Byelaws  all  fish  must  be  auctioned.  The  smaller  fish  are 
packed  into  hundredweight  boxes  and  laid  out  in  rows  of  twenty  on  the  floor  of 
the  market.  The  larger  fish  such  as  cod,  ling,  &c.,  laid  out  in  fives  or  score  heaps 
as  the  case  may  be.  Large  halibut  are  laid  out  in  rows. 

All  the  fish  landed  is  inspected  by  the  Inspectors  prior  to  sale,  and  that  which 
is  rejected  is  disposed  of  to  the  Fish  Meal  Factories,  which  also  receive  all  unsold 
fish.

Fish  Boxes. 

It  was  found  necessary  on  43  occasions  during  the  year  to  take  action  in  respect 
of  dirty  boxes  by  having  them  removed  from  the  Market  floor  and  replaced  by 
clean  ones.  It  was  also  necessary  to  deal  with  the  following:  — 

On  2 occasions  with  dirty  boxes  containing  consigned  fish;  on  3 occasions 
with  dirty  herring  barrels;  and  on  1 1 occasions  with  dirty  barrows  belonging 
to  merchants. 
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During  the  year  12,696  boxes  were  put  on  the  Market  and,  except  for  a short 
period  during  reconstruction  of  premises,  all  these  boxes  were  lacquered. 

A report  by  the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research  on  tests 
carried  out  on  lacquered  boxes  was  kindly  made  available  by  the  Secretary  of  one 
of  the  firms  who  provide  boxes  for  the  Market  and  the  following  is  a summary  of 
the  report : — 

“The  impressions  given  by  visual  inspection  were  generally  confirmed 
by  the  results  of  the  bacteriological  counts  which  were  : — 

(1)  The  average  of  nearly  50  counts  of  dirty  uncoated  boxes  was  ten 

times  as  great  as  that  of  the  dirty  coated  boxes. 

(2)  This  ten  times  difference  was  maintained  after  cleaning  and 

showed  that  the  coated  boxes  were  much  better  cleaned  than 
the  uncoated  boxes. 

(3)  Considering  individual  methods  of  cleaning,  it  appears  that  the 

addition  of  the  various  substances  to  water  had  no  marked 
effect  on  cleaning  in  the  concentrations  used,  with  the  possible 
exception  of  the  quaternary  ammonium  compounds.  Substances 
added  to  water  during  the  experiments  were : — an  organic 
detergent;  an  inorganic  caustic  detergent;  hypochlorite  solution 
(final  free  chlorine  concentration  of  100  p.p.m.);  and 

quaternary  ammonium  compounds  (final  concentration  of 
01  per  cent.). 

Hosing  alone  is  not  satisfactory  for  uncoated  boxes,  although  if  well 
done  it  is  satisfactory  for  coated  boxes.  Scrubbing  is  better  than  hosing 
even  for  coated  boxes  and  is  the  only  satisfactory  method  for  cleaning 
uncoated  boxes.’’ 

Fish  Trains. 

Inspections  were  also  carried  out,  prior  to  loading,  of  fish  trains,  and  in  each 
case  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

There  are  11  burial  grounds  situated  within  the  City,  i.e.,  six  churchyards 
under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  five  cemeteries  owned  by  private 
companies.  These  grounds  have  been  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a tidy  condition. 
A crematorium  belonging  to  the  Town  Council  is  situated  in  the  south-west  corner 

of  the  City.

The  number  of  houses  completed  during  the  year  was  1,006.  In  addition,  10 
houses  were  built  for  City  Police  personnel  by  arrangement  with  the  Scottish  Home 
Department. 

The  total  number  of  houses  erected  by  private  enterprise  since  1919,  with  the 
aid  of  subsidies  under  the  Housing  Acts,  is  1,685.  This  number  includes  49  houses 
erected  under  the  Housing  (Financial  Assistance  to  Builders)  Scheme  (Scotland), 
1920.  Of  the  total  number,  259  contained  more  than  4 rooms.  The  scheme  of 
assistance  to  private  enterprise  was  terminated  on  31st  March,  1934. 

I am  indebted  to  the  Director  of  Town  Planning  for  the  following  information 
regarding  the  number  of  houses  erected  since  1919.  The  total  number  of  dwelling- 
houses  so  erected  is  4,775,  and,  of  these,  3,766  consisted  of  houses  of  4 rooms  and 
under. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  period  1919-1956  is, 
therefore,  19,825,  and,  of  these,  1,399  contained  more  than  4 rooms. 

Seven  self-contained  houses  were  converted  into  three,  four,  five,  six,  and  seven- 
roomed  flats. 

The  total  number  of  dwelling-houses  erected  during  the  past  year  was  1,241. 
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Unfit  Houses. 

The  practice  of  submitting  lists  of  unfit  properties  considered  to  be  in  such  a 
condition  as  to  warrant  priority  is  being  adhered  to,  and  247  such  dwellings  were 
reported  to  the  Corporation  for  action  in  1956.

In  addition,  a complete  sanitary  survey  was  made  of  110  houses  in  which 
tuberculosis  had  occurred.  In  10  cases  action  was  taken. 

Conversion  and  Demolition  of  Existing  Dwelling-Houses  for  Business 
Purposes,  &c. 

Since  the  revocation  of  the  Housing  (Additional  Powers)  Act  in  December, 
1921,  it  is  within  the  knowledge  of  the  Health  and  Welfare  Department  that  655 
dwelling-houses  have  either  been  demolished  or  have  ceased  to  be  used  as  dwelling- 

houses. 

Common  Lodging-Houses  and  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

At  the  end  of  1956,  there  were  two  common  lodging-houses  in  the  City,  viz., 
the  Sailors’  Home  and  the  Home  for  Deep  Sea  Fishermen.  Two  day  visits  and 
four  night  visits  were  made. 

The  number  of  houses  let  in  lodgings  on  the  register  at  the  end  of  the  year 
was  five,  being  the  same  as  in  the  previous  year.  This  number  includes  three 
houses  which  were  formerly  registered  as  common  lodging-houses,  but  which,  on 
account  of  the  charge  per  night  having  been,  in  1920,  increased  beyond  the  sum  of 
6d.,  were  transferred  to  the  register  of  houses  let  in  lodgings. 

The  number  of  day  visits  was  17,  and  night  visits,  48.  The  houses  were  kept 
in  good  repair  and  in  a cleanly  condition.  Particular  attention  is  paid  to  the 
cleanliness  of  the  bedding. 

The  number  of  lodgers  at  the  Corporation  Lodging-House  ranged  from  146  to 
183.  In  the  previous  year  the  number  ranged  from  139  to  198.  The  number  of 
day  visits  was  6,  and  night  visits,  12. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (K). 

Tents  and  Vans. 

In  December,  1955,  the  number  of  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  14.  Of  these,  17 
containing  17  persons,  were  occupied  by  persons  who  desire  to  obtain  a house. 

At  a census  taken  during  1956,  it  was  found  that  the  number  of  families 
living  in  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  36.  Of  these,  31,  containing  56  persons,  were  occupied 
by  itinerants,  or  by  persons  who  do  not  wish  to  obtain  a house  in  the  City.  The 
remaining  5,  containing  11  persons,  were  occupied  by  persons  who  desire  to  obtain 
a house. 

The  number  of  inspections  made  in  connection  with  tents,  vans,  &c.,  was  50. 
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Insect  Infestation. 

The  number  of  houses  found  to  be  more  or  less  bug  infested  during  the  year 
was  17,  a decrease  of  3 from  the  previous  year.  Of  these  houses,  8 were  privately 
owned  and  9 were  local  authority.  The  houses  and  furniture  therein  were 
sprayed  with  a 5 per  cent,  solution  of  D.D.T.  in  kerosene,  the  bedding  being 
dusted  with  D.D.T.  powder. 

The  Factorial  Department  forward  the  names  and  addresses  of  tenants  remov- 
ing to  Corporation  houses.  All  these  houses  were  visited  and,  in  342  cases,  spraying 
was  carried  out  as  a precautionary  measure  against  the  risk  of  infestation  in  the 
new  houses. 

During  the  year,  12  houses  were  treated  for  infestation  by  beetles,  moths, 
silverfish  or  “earwigs,”  6 for  woodworm,  and  14  wasps’  nests  were  destroyed. 

Unclean  Houses. 

During  the  year,  the  floors  of  9 dwelling  apartments,  the  articles  of  furniture 
in  6 apartments,  and  11  sets  of  bed  and  body  clothing  were  cleaned  by  the 
occupants  after  notices  had  been  served  upon  them.  The  numbers  in  the  previous 
year  were,  respectively,  18,  10,  and  10. 

There  is  a considerable  number  of  houses  which  require  to  be  re-visited 
frequently  in  order  to  ensure  that  a satisfactory  standard  of  cleanliness  is  being 
maintained. 

HOUSING  (REPAIRS  AND  RENTS)  (SCOTLAND)  ACT,  1954. 

This  Act,  which  came  into  operation  on  30th  July,  1954,  is  divided  into  two 
parts.  Part  I deals  with  proposals  for  exercise  of  Local  Authorities’  functions  as 
to  clearance  areas,  &c.  Part  II  deals  with  the  powers  and  duties  placed  upon  local 
authorities  in  connection  with  the  increase  of  rents  of  controlled  houses  permitted 
by  the  Act.  In  exercise  of  these  powers,  Regulations  cited  as  the  Housing  (Repairs 
Increase)  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1954,  came  into  operation  on  30th  August,  1954. 
Under  the  Act,  a landlord  of  a house  affected  may  claim  a repairs’  increase,  but 
only— 

(a)  where  he  is  responsible  in  whole  or  in  part  for  the  repair  of  the  house; 

( b ) if  and  so  long  as  the  house  fulfils  certain  requirements  as  to  its  condition; 

(c)  provided  he  has  carried  out  work  to  a certain  minimum  value  during  a 

specified  period,  and 

( d ) if  he  has  served  on  the  tenant  a notice  of  increase  of  rent.

DRAINAGE. 

The  number  of  choked  drains  was  286,  compared  with  342  in  the  previous 
year,  while  the  number  of  choked  w.c.’s  was  18.  During  the  year,  3 letters  were 
sent  to  tenants  where  there  was  reason  to  believe  that  the  chokage  was  due  to  wilful 
interference  or  improper  use. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (A). 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year.  58  smoke  observations  have  been  made  and  two  furnaces 
gave  intermittent  trouble.  One  is  a plant  for  burning  sawdust,  and  the  firing 
chamber  is  of  poor  design,  causing  incomplete  combustion  whenever  the  least  over- 
charging takes  place.  Unless  the  firm  continues  to  very  carefully  tend  the  plant. 
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it  will  be  necessary  to  reconstruct  the  combustion  chamber  and  fit  a special  type 
of  firebar. 

The  second  case,  that  of  a vertical  space-heating  stove,  resulted  from  the  use 
of  a low-grade  fuel  recovered  from  refuse.  This  nuisance  was  abated  by  changing 
over  to  coke  and  semi-anthracite. 

The  visible  smoke  problem  can  be  very  much  reduced  by  the  installation  of 
proper  equipment,  and  it  is  with  this  objective  in  mind  that  all  architects  submit- 
ting plans  of  industrial  or  large  jmojects  are  contacted  concerning  their  combustion 
plan  proposals. 

The  City  Architect  was  also  contacted  with  reference  to  this  subject  of  pre- 
vention in  so  far  as  it  applied  to  domestic  grates  in  new  Corporation  houses.  I 
was  very  pleased  to  be  informed  that  all  post-war  homes  have  been  fitted  with 
approved  type  fire-grates  and  are  capable  of  burning  smokeless  fuel.  This  is  very 
encouraging  and  forms  the  basis  for  the  establishment  of  any  future  smoke  control 
areas. 

The  question  of  smoke  in  the  harbour  is  also  under  review,  and  a record  has 
been  obtained  of  the  fuel-burning  arrangements  in  the  trawler  fleet  so  that  improve- 
ments may  be  made  when  vessels  undergo  refit  or  extensive  repairs. 

On  the  31st  December,  certain  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act,  1956,  came 
into  operation,  but  the  date  of  its  general  industrial  application  has  not  yet  been 
declared.  The  successful  implementation  of  the  Act  will  depend  upon  a sufficiency 
of  trained  personnel,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  local  loss  of  sanitary  inspectors 
during  the  past  seven  years  may  be  halted  so  that  the  problems  may  be  adequately 
dealt  with. 

Alleged  nuisance  caused  by  noxious  fumes  and  smoke  from  the  Grit  Factory  in 
Holland  Street. 

Periodic  inspections  were  carried  out  during  the  year,  when  no  cause  for 
complaint  was  observed. 

Nuisance  from  dust  emanating  from  stone-crushing  plant  at  Rubislaw  Quarries. 

Observations  in  the  vicinity  of  the  quarry  were  continued  throughout  the  year, 
but  no  excessive  discharge  of  dust  was  seen. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 

Tar-macadam  Plant. 

No  cause  for  complaint  was  observed  during  the  year. 

Rivers — Prevention  of  Pollution. 

To  a lesser  extent,  pollution  of  the  River  Don  continues.  Visits  have  been 
made  from  time  to  time,  and  there  is  evidence  of  a definite  improvement. 

No  complaints  were  received  during  the  year. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

Slaughter-houses. 

At  the  close  of  1956  there  were  4 slaughter-houses  in  the  City,  containing  37 
slaughter-booths.

Inspections. 

All  the  premises  in  which  offensive  trades  are  carried  on  are  regularly  visited, 
the  total  of  inspections,  inclusive  of  slaughter-houses,  being  135. 

Complaints. 

Only  one  complaint  was  received  during  the  year,  and,  after  investigation  at 
a fish-meal  factory,  this  was  remedied  by  increasing  chlorine  dosage  in  the  treat- 
ment of  the  vapours  after  their  passage  through  condensers. 

The  frequency  of  visits  to  all  such  premises  was  increased  last  year  and  main- 
tained during  1956.  The  three  fish-meal  factories  co-operated  fully  with  the 
department  and  spent  several  hundred  pounds  in  improvements  which  included  the 
concreting  of  extensive  delivery  bays,  some  new  plant,  and  the  provision  of  a 
supplementary  water  supply  to  ensure  the  proper  functioning  of  condensers. 
Improvements  to  existing  plant  continues,  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  these  con- 
tributions to  efficiency  will  be  of  lasting  benefit  to  the  residents  in  the  City. 

ALKALI,  &c. , WORKS  REGULATION  (SCOTLAND)  ACTS,  1906  AND  1951. 

Works  scheduled  in  terms  of  the  above  Acts  are  under  the  supervision  of  the 
Department  of  Health  for  Scotland,  and  the  following  four  works  are  particularly 
liable  to  emit  noxious  or  offensive  gases : — 

(a)  Sulphuric  acid  manufacturer  . . 1 

(b)  Chemical  manure  manufacturers  . 3 

Alleged  Nuisance  caused  by  Fumes  and  Dust  from  the  Wash  Tower  at  the  North- 
Eastern  Agricultural  Co-operative  Society,  Limited. 

During  September,  74  persons  signed  a petition  complaining  of  dust  and  fumes 
from  the  chemical  fertilising  plant  in  Bannermill  Place. 

This  factory  has  been  the  cause  of  complaint  for  many  years,  and,  as  the 
process  is  a scheduled  one  for  the  purposes  of  the  above  Acts  and  therefore  outwith 
the  control  of  the  Local  Authority,  the  petition  was  referred  to  the  Chief  Alkali 
Works  Inspector. 

The  matter  was  under  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
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Alleged  Nuisance  caused  by  Fumes  from  the  Northern  Agricultural  & Lime 
Company,  Blaikies’  Quay. 

Complaints  of  noxious  fumes  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Fish  Market  were  received. 
The  fumes  were  caused  by  the  artificial  fertiliser  plant  operated  by  the  above  firm. 
When  approached,  the  firm  agreed  to  transfer  the  operation  to  a night  shift 
pending  an  overhaul  of  the  plant  and  further  investigation. 

The  complaints  were  also  referred  to  the  Chief  Alkali  Works  Inspector. 

THE  SLAUGHTER  OF  ANIMALS  (SCOTLAND)  ACTS,  1933  TO  1954. 

Seventy-six  licences  in  terms  of  the  above  Act  were  issued  to  slaughtermen  for 
the  use  of  a mechanically  operated  instrument. 

PIG-STYES. 

At  the  end  of  1956,  there  were  7 pig-styes  on  the  register,  being  the  same 
number  as  in  the  previous  year. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (D). 

FACTORIES. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  on  the  register  1,316  factories  (excluding 
butchers,  dairies,  and  bakehouses),  comprising  983  in  which  mechanical  power  was 
used,  284  in  which  mechanical  power  was  not  used,  and  49  other  premises  in  which 
Section  7 is  enforced  by  the  Local  Authority. 

Three  notices  were  received  under  Section  9 of  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  which 
requires  that  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories  shall  give  notice  to  the  Local  Authority  of 
any  act  or  default  in  relation  to  any  drain,  sanitary  convenience,  water  supply, 
nuisance,  or  other  matter  in  a factory  which  is  liable  to  be  dealt  with  by  the  Local 
Authority.  These  notices — -2  concerning  the  lack  of  intervening  ventilated  spaces 
between  the  sanitary  conveniences  and  the  workshops,  and  1 concerning  the  un- 
satisfactory condition  of  walls  and  floor  of  a bakehouse — received  attention.  In 
one  case,  an  intervening  ventilated  space  has  been  provided,  and,  in  the  second, 
the  premises  changed  hands  and  alterations  and  additions  to  the  sanitary  con- 
veniences to  bring  them  up  to  standard  were  in  progress  at  the  time  of  visit.  In 
the  third  case,  a letter  had  been  sent  to  the  owner  of  the  firm  prior  to  receipt  of 
the  notice,  enumerating  five  items  which  required  attention,  including  the  cleaning 
and  whitewashing  of  the  baking  room  and  males  and  females  cloakrooms  and  w.c. 
compartment.  This  work  is  nearing  completion. 

As  required  by  the  Factories  Act,  1937,  the  occupiers  of  all  factories  employing 
outworkers  are  obliged  to  send  to  the  Local  Authority  during  the  months  of  Feb- 
ruary and  August  each  year,  lists  showing  the  names  and  addresses  of  all  outworkers 
employed  by  them  during  the  preceding  six  months.  Altogether,  14  lists  were 
received,  embracing  207  outworkers  residing  in  Aberdeen.  The  homes  of  all  these 
outworkers  were  visited. 

The  provisions  of  Part  I of  the  Act  relating  to  sanitary  conveniences  are  made 
applicable  to  building  operations  and  works  of  engineering  construction.  During 
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the  year.  111  inspections  were  made  in  connection  with  the  sanitary  conveniences 
provided  for  the  employees  on  49  such  ojDerations  or  works.  Twenty-six  defects  were 
found  in  14  of  these  conveniences,  and  in  every  case  the  required  work  was  carried 

out. 

Inspection  of  Plans. 

At  the  request  of  the  Director  of  Town  Planning  or  the  City  Engineer,  291 
plans  were  reported  on  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.  These  plans  dealt  with  the 
erection  of  or  alterations  to  factories,  fish  premises,  warehouses,  public  houses,  places 
of  public  refreshment,  schools,  shops,  dwelling-houses,  &c. 

All  the  plans  were  examined  and,  where  possible,  the  premises  visited  to  ensure 
that  the  requirements  of  the  respective  statutes  and  regulations  pertaining  to  the 
premises  were  complied  with. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  were,  at  the  end  of  the  year,  51  bakehouses  in  the  City,  46  being  classed 
as  mechanical  factories  and  5 as  non-mechanical  factories,  being  seven  less  than 
the  previous  year. 

In  connection  with  these.  111  visits  were  paid.  Details  of  the  work  done  are 
given  in  Appendix  I (F). 

Bakehouse  Welfare  Order,  1927. 

By  arrangement  with  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories,  assistance  is  given  by  the 
sanitary  staff  in  seeing  that  the  provisions  of  the  above  Order  are  complied  with. 

Washing  Facilities. 

In  four  bakehouses,  a constant  supply  of  hot  water  is  not  laid  on  to  the  sinks 
or  basins,  but  is  meantime  provided  by  means  of  gas  rings  or  boilers. 

Suitable  Accommodation  for  Clothing. 

Suitable  accommodation  is  now  provided  in  all  bakehouses  either  by  means  of 
cloakrooms  or  clothes  cupboards. 

The  requirements  as  to  the  exhibition  of  dermatitis  notices  and  the  provision 
of  facilities  for  first-aid  are  generally  complied  with.  A large  modern  bakery  which 
was  recently  opened  is  equipped  with  an  ambulance  room  and  the  remainder  of  the 
bakehouses  have  first-aid  equipment  provided. 

MILK  AND  DAIRIES  ACTS  AND  RELATIVE  ORDERS. 

At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  243  persons  registered  to  sell  milk.

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This  is  a decrease  of  twenty-three  as  compared  with  the  previous  year. 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  710  visits  were  paid  to  dairies,  farms,  and  milkshops. 
Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (G)  and  (H). 

The  number  of  cowsheds  at  the  end  of  the  year  was  six,  being  the  same  number 
as  in  the  previous  year.  Since  the  Veterinary  Inspector  employed  by  the  Town 
Council  was  transferred  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  the  byres 
have  been  inspected  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  staff. 

Milk  and  Dairies  (Scotland)  Order,  1934. 

In  a circular  issued  to  all  local  authorities,  the  Sanitary  Inspector  was  directed 
to  include  in  his  Annual  Report  a statement  of  the  extent  to  which  Articles  IV 
to  XIV  of  the  above-mentioned  Order  were  being  complied  with. 

No  contraventions  were  discovered.

ICE-CREAM  AND  PRESERVED  FOOD. 

Section  23  of  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  (General  Powers)  Confirmation  Act, 
1938,  makes  it  compulsory  for  ( a ) all  persons  carrying  on  the  business  of  a manu- 
facturer or  vendor  or  dealer  in  ice-cream  or  preserved  food  to  be  registered  by  the 
Local  Authority,  and  ( h ) for  all  premises  so  used  to  be  similarly  registered.  During 
the  year,  all  premises  in  which  preserved  food  is  manufactured,  stored,  or  sold  have 
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been  visited  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  ascertain  if  the  requirements  of  the 
Section  were  being  complied  with.

Ice-cream  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1948, 

During  the  year,  410  visits  were  made  to  ice-cream  factories  and  premises  where 
ice-cream  is  sold. 

Nineteen  vehicles  were  examined  and  registered  during  the  year. 

Under  the  powers  contained  in  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  (General  Powers) 
Order  Confirmation  Act,  1938-40,  497  premises  are  registered  to  sell  pre-packed  or 
wrapped  ice-cream,  and  there  are  twenty-four  places  of  public  amusement  where 
pre-packed  or  wrapped  ice-cream  is  sold  but  not  manufactured.  These  are  also 
controlled  under  the  aforementioned  Act. 

FOOD  HYGIENE. 

It  is  well  known  that  a clean  food  supply  depends  upon  the  observance  of 
hygienic  standards  in  both  premises  and  personnel  and  on  every  occasion  when 
shops  and  food  premises  are  inspected  the  staff  impress  upon  the  owners  the 
importance  of  clean  and  safe  food. 

Although  the  long  discussed  hygiene  regulations  are  not  yet  in  force  many 
shopkeepers  have  taken  the  initiative  in  approaching  this  department  for  advice 
relative  to  sanitary  requirements  in  food  premises. 

We  in  Aberdeen  are  fortunate  in  having  local  legislation  which  enables  some 
of  the  problems  to  be  adequately  controlled  and,  when  plans  are  submitted  for 
observations,  these  concerning  premises  where  food  is  prepared  for  sale  to  the 
public  receive  special  attention  under  the  above  heading. 

The  principle  of  having  double  sinks  or  troughs  with  hot  and  cold  water  on 
tap  for  washing  and  sterilising  of  crockery,  utensils,  &c.,  is  considered  to  be  a mini- 
mum for  all  such  premises,  including  the  following Hotel  and  restaurant 
kitchens,  bakeries,  butchers’  shops  where  cooked  meats  are  prepared,  public  houses, 
&c.  This  standard  is  also  applied  to  places  of  public  entertainment  or  resort  where 
applicable. 

The  provision  of  adequate  hand-washing  facilities  for  use  by  food  handlers  is 
also  considered  and,  where  these  facilities  attached  to  the  sanitary  accommodation 
are  not  readily  accessible,  basins  are  also  required  in  food  rooms. 

Other  observations  forwarded  for  consideration  by  the  Planning  Committee 
deal  with — the  type  of  wall  and  floor  surfaces,  ventilation  and  lighting  of  premises, 
and  provision  of  adequate  sanitary  conveniences  for  both  sexes,  &c. 
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SHOPS  WHERE  FOODSTUFFS  ARE  SOLD. 

Under  a local  Act,  every  occupier  of  any  premises  used  for  the  sale  of  any 
article  of  food  who  does  not  keep  the  same  clean  and  in  good  condition  is  liable  to 
a penalty  not  exceeding  forty  shillings  and  to  a daily  penalty  not  exceeding  ten 

shillings. 

Altogether,  935  shops  were  inspected  during  the  year,  and  in  195  cases  the 
occupiers  were  communicated  with  regarding  the  condition  of  their  shops.  Details 
of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (I),  and  the  following  table  gives  par- 
ticulars of  the  shops  visited  : —

All  the  premises  were  visited  from  time  to  time  in  order  to  see  that  conditions 
are  in  conformity  with  the  Aberdeen  Corporation  Acts. 

HOTELS. 

Inspections  were  made  of  ten  hotel  kitchens,  and  in  two  cases  it  was  found 
that  fourteen  defects  required  to  be  dealt  with.  Notices  were  served  on  the  occupiers 
and  the  required  work  was  duly  carried  out. 
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PUBLIC  HOUSES. 

At  the  March  Licensing  Court,  the  annual  progress  report  relative  to  unsatis- 
factory sanitary  conveniences  in  public  houses  dealt  with  8 premises. 

Two  licence  holders  submitted  plans  for  the  provision  of  new  lounge  bars  with 
satisfactory  sanitary  accommodation  for  both  sexes.  This  work  is  nearing  com- 
pletion. 

In  three  cases,  enforcement  of  work  has  been  deferred  owing  to  the  probable 
limited  life  of  the  property;  in  another,  the  Court  was  assured  that,  until  suitable 
accommodation  for  females  is  provided,  males  only  will  be  admitted;  another 
licensee  whose  premises  are  too  small  to  comply  with  requirements  has  undertaken 
to  seek  other  premises;  and  in  the  remaining  case  the  licence  was  surrendered  and 
the  premises  have  been  demolished. 

Forty-five  reports  were  also  submitted  at  the  March  and  October  Licensing 
Courts  relative  to  applications  for  New  Certificates,  Transfers  of  Certificates  to 
new  tenants,  Petitions  in  respect  of  alterations,  &c.,  and  for  Provisional  Certificates 
to  be  made  final. 

Architects  engaged  by  licensees  are  encouraged  to  consult  this  department  on 
standards  required  for  sanitary  conveniences,  washing  facilities,  &c.,  so  that  agree- 
ment may  be  reached  before  plans  are  submitted  to  the  Court.  In  all  other  cases, 
the  Magistrates  imposed  conditions  that  the  requirements  recommended  by  the 
Chief  Sanitary  Inspector  be  complied  with. 

In  addition  to  ensuring  that  satisfactory  sanitary  conveniences  and  washing 
facilities  for  the  public  would  be  provided,  the  opportunity  was  also  taken  to  request 
that,  in  premises  where  bar  counters  were  being  constructed  or  altered  or  where 
work  concerning  kitchens  was  involved,  double  sink  units  with  hot  and  cold  running 
water  for  the  washing  and  sterilising  or  rinsing  of  glasses,  crockery,  &c.,  be  installed.

When  the  contents  of  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  become  known,  the  ques- 
tion of  adequate  washing  facilities  for  glasses,  &c.,  will  be  considered  in  respect  of 
all  premises. 

FOOD  INSPECTION. 

The  total  quantity  of  Meat  and  Other  Food^  rejected  or  destroyed  as  a result 
of  inspection  by  the  Sanitary  Inspectors  during  the  year  was  approximately  199 
tons. 

A detailed  statement  relevant  to  this  work  is  contained  in  Appendix  III. 
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This  does  not  include  any  seizures  at  the  slaughter-houses  as  these  will  be  found 
in  the  Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health. 

Tinned  Foods. 

Considerable  attention  continues  to  be  paid  to  the  inspection  of  tinned  foods. 
All  factories  where  such  articles  are  prepared  are  regularly  visited. 

Wholesale  warehouses  and  shops  are  also  visited,  and  in  these,  423  lots  of 
tinned  foods,  comprising  meat,  corned  beef,  tongue,  ham,  lobster  paste,  fish,  soup, 
vegetables,  milk,  jam,  tomato  puree,  fruit,  liquid  eggs,  and  cereals,  were  dealt 
with  as  being  unfit  for  human  food.  The  number  of  lots  dealt  with  in  the  previous 
year  was  350. 

Prosecutions. 

In  no  case  did  the  Sanitary  Inspector  find  it  necessary  to  institute  legal  pro- 
ceedings against  anyone  for  having  in  his  jmssession,  or  having  sold  or  exposed  for 
sale,  food  which  was  unfit  for  human  consumption. 

Cold  Stores. 

In  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  Section  16  of  the  Public  Health  (Meat) 
Regulations  (Scotland),  1932,  four  cold  stores  are  registered.  These  premises  were 
regularly  visited.

proved  satisfactory. 

Ice-Cream  Memorandum  43  (Tech.),  1948. 

In  terms  of  the  Department  of  Health  for  Scotland  Ice-Cream  Memorandum, 
a total  of  78  samples  were  submitted  for  bacteriological  examination — 50  taken 
initially,  when  14,  or  28  per  cent.,  failed  to  comply  with  the  presumptive  bacterial 
standard.  Twenty-eight  “follow-up”  samples  were  taken,  and  7,  or  25  per  cent., 
failed  to  comply  with  the  standard.

Stewed  Steak. 

Complaint  was  made  regarding  the  contents  of  a tin  of  stewed  steak,  it  being 
alleged  that,  when  the  tin  was  opened,  it  was  found  to  contain  (in  addition  to  the 
meat)  a wad  of  cotton  wool  which  appeared  to  be  contaminated  with  blood. 

The  foreign  matter  was  forwarded  to  the  Public  Analyst,  who  stated — “This 
piece  of  foreign  matter,  which  was  roughly  in  the  shape  of  a disc,  2^  inches  in 
diameter  and^-  inch  thick,  was  found  on  examination  to  consist  of  cotton  wool.” 
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Accordingly,  two  tins  of  the  steak  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for 
examination,  the  Public  Analyst  reporting  as  follows:  — 

“Externally,  the  cans  had  a few  minor  rust  marks.  The  contents  of  the  cans 
were  in  good  condition  and  were  under  a vacuum  of  3 inches  of  mercury.  The 
cans  were  used  to  find  out  what  effect  their  contents  would  have  upon  cotton  wool 
when  subjected  to  steam  sterilisation  at  15  lbs.  pressure  for  20  minutes.  The 
degree  of  staining  produced  upon  the  cotton  wool  by  the  above  treatment  was  found 
to  be  similar  to  that  found  in  the  complained  of  tin.” 

The  question  was  taken  up  with  the  canners,  who  incidentally  are  outside 
Great  Britain. 

Jams. 

Six  “informal”  samples  were  analysed,  and  five  were  certified  genuine.  In 
the  remaining  case,  the  Public  Analyst  certified  that  the  sample  contained  66-4 
per  cent,  soluble  solids.  A letter  of  warning  was  sent  to  the  manufacturer.  In 
the  reply  received,  the  firm  stated — “All  our  jam  recces  allow  a safety  margin  of  at 
least  1-5  per  cent.,  and  each  batch  is  checked  by  refractometer.  We  have  taken 
steps  to  see  that  there  will  be  no  re-occurrence  of  this  unfortunate  complaint.” 

Dried  Fruit,  &c. 

Twelve  “informal”  samples — comprising  1 dried  apricots,  2 currants,  2 dates, 
2 glace  cherries,  1 mixed  fruit,  1 prunes,  2 raisins,  and  1 sultanas — were  analysed 
and  certified  genuine.  The  Analyst  stated  that  examination  of  the  samples  showed 
that  they  were  free  from  rodent  and  insect  contamination.

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THE  MERCHANDISE  MARKS  ACT,  1926,  AND  ORDERS  MADE 
THEREUNDER  AND  THE 

AGRICULTURAL  PRODUCE  (GRADING  AND  MARKING)  ACT,  1928. 

The  Orders  made  under  the  Merchandise  Marks  Act  require  certain  imported 
foodstuffs  when  exposed  for  sale  to  be  clearly  marked  with  the  country  of  origin. 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  thereunder  was  200. 

These  inspections  related  to  the  marking  of  apples  and  tomatoes,  viz.,  90 
shops  where  apples  were  sold  and  110  where  tomatoes  were  sold.  In  118  cases,  it 
was  found  necessary  to  warn  shopkeepers  regarding  incorrect  or  insufficient  marking 
and,  on  re-visiting,  it  was  found  that  the  requirements  were  being  complied  with. 

Premises  at  the  “Green”  cold  store  are  registered  for  the  cold  storage  of  eggs. 

PHARMACY  AND  POISONS  ACT,  1852-19M. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year,  there  were  one-hundred  and  nineteen 
persons  entitled  to  sell  poisonous  substances  included  in  Part  II  of  the  Poisons  List. 
At  the  time  of  the  inspection  of  premises,  eight  persons  decided  not  to  renew 
their  registration,  while  eight  additional  persons  applied  to  be  added  to  the  list. 
The  list,  therefore,  at  the  end  of  the  year  contained  one  hundred  and  nineteen 
names  of  listed  sellers. 

All  the  premises  registered  were  visited  in  order  to  see  that  the  requirements 
of  the  Acts  and  Rules  made  thereunder  were  being  complied  with. 

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1951. 

This  Act  came  into  operation  in  1952,  and  regulates  the  sale  of  pet  animals. 
Persons  in  occupation  of  pet  shops  are  required  to  be  licensed  by  the  Local 
Authority,  the  licence  being  renewed  annually  on  1st  January  of  each  year. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  there  were  9 persons  licensed  for  the  purpose  of 
keeping  pet  shops,  i.e.,  8 shopkeepers  and  1 allotment  holder.  During  the  year, 
two  additional  licences  were  granted  to  a multiple  store.  All  the  premises  when 
inspected  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

EXTERMINATION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE. 

Since  August,  1931,  an  Extermination  Scheme  has  been  carried  out  by  the 
Town  Council,  and  five  whole-time  ratcatchers  continue  to  be  employed.  The  ser- 
vices of  the  ratcatchers,  available  to  contributors  to  the  Scheme,  are  also  made 
available  to  owners  or  occupiers  of  premises  which  are  found  to  be  infested  with 
rats,  on  payment  of  charges  fixed  by  the  Committee.  The  number  of  contributors 
at  the  end  of  1956  was  141,  being  14  less  than  in  the  previous  year.  The  number 
of  visits  paid  to  their  premises  during  the  year  was  4,993,  as  compared  with  4,987 
in  the  previous  year. 

The  services  of  the  ratcatchers  were  also  made  available,  on  request,  for  56 
citizens’  premises  which  were  found  to  be  infested.  The  number  of  similar  premises 
dealt  with  in  the  previous  year  was  73. 
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The  ratcatchers  periodically  visit  all  open  places,  such  as  rubbish  tips,  railway 
embankments,  burns,  &c.,  and  also  all  premises  belonging  to  the  Town  Council 
which  are  likely  to  be  infested. 

Valuable  assistance  continues  to  be  rendered  by  the  City  Engineer’s  Depart- 
ment in  raising  pavements  and  closing  up  rat  runs. 


PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949.

Steps  were  again  taken  to  exterminate  rats  within  the  sewers,  and  approxi- 
mately 12|  miles  of  sewers,  involving  698  manholes,  were  treated.  99  lbs.  10  ozs. 
of  unpoisoned  prebaits  were  laid  in  the  manholes,  and,  of  this  quantity,  35  lbs. 
3 ozs.  were  taken.  Thereafter,  36  lbs.  6 ozs.  of  poisoned  baits  were  laid  and  26  lbs. 

14  ozs.  taken.  As  an  extra  measure  of  destruction,  27  lbs.  4 ozs.  of  poisoned  baits 
were  relaid  and  left  in  the  manholes  which  showed  most  evidence  of  infestation. 

In  addition  to  the  foregoing,  approximately  10  miles  of  burns  were  treated. 

15  lbs.  8 ozs.  of  poisoned  baits  were  laid  and  10  lbs.  2 ozs.  taken.

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When  allowance  is  made  for  the  prescribed  “limits  of  variation”  it  was  found 
that  twelve  of  the  samples  complied  with  the  requirments  of  the  Regulations,  while 
in  the  remaining  case  the  sample  was  2-76  per  cent,  deficient  in  nitrogen  and  con- 
tained 1-46  per  cent,  excess  of  insoluble  phosphoric  acid.  The  differences  are  in 
excess  of  the  limits  of  variation  and  the  deficiency  of  nitrogen  is  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  purchaser. 

The  manufacturer’s  attention  was  drawn  to  this.

When  allowance  is  made  for  the  prescribed  “limits  of  variation”  it  was  found 
that  five  of  the  samples  complied  with  the  requirements  of  the  Regulations.  One 
sample  contained  14  per  cent,  excess  oil  or  thereby  and  another  was  0-95  per  cent, 
deficient  in  salt,  but  these  differences  were  not  to  the  prejudice  of  the  purchasers. 


SHOPS  ACT. 

Administration. 

The  provisions  of  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  and  the  instruments  made  thereunder 
have  been  regularly  enforced. 

In  the  course  of  the  year  1,008  shops  were  visited  and  in  103  cases  contra- 
ventions were  discovered.  These  contraventions  were  mainly  concerned  with  the 
failure  to  exhibit  the  statutory  notices. 

Two  complaints  regarding  the  non-compliance  of  employers  with  certain  provi- 
sions for  the  welfare  of  shop  assistants  were  received.  After  inspection,  the 
employers  were  notified  and  steps  were  taken  to  comply  with  the  requirements. 

Half-Holiday  Orders. 

There  are  in  force  within  the  City  10  Half-Holiday  Orders  affecting  the 
following  trades  or  businesses: — coal  and  firewood  dealers;  ironmongers,  iron 
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merchants,  and  cutlers;  drapers,  clothiers,  and  outfitters;  boot  and  shoe  dealers  and 
repairers;  grocers;  music  sellers  and  musical  instrument  dealers;  retail  millers,  hay, 
straw,  meal,  and  flour  merchants;  saddlers,  harness  makers,  and  travelling  goods 
manufacturers;  sale  of  meat;  sale  of  fish'  photographers;  cabinet  makers,  uphols- 
terers, furniture  dealers,  and  house  furnishers;  hairdressers  and  barbers;  chemists 
and  druggists;  watchmakers,  jewellers,  and  opticians. 

There  are,  in  addition,  two  Exemption  of  Trades  Orders  which  exempt  the 
following  trades  or  businesses  from  the  provisions  of  the  Act  (Closing  of  Shops  on 
Weekly  Half-Holiday): — funeral  undertakers;  seed  merchants;  booksellers, 

stationers,  newsagents,  and  fancy  goods  merchants;  coal  merchants  in  the  Harbour 
area. 

Closing  Orders. 

There  are  eight  Closing  Orders  in  force,  viz.,  chemists,  boot  and  shoe  dealers, 
hairdressers,  ironmongers,  drapers,  butchers,  watchmakers,  jewellers,  and  fruiterers. 
It  should  be  mentioned  that  most  shops  are  now  closing  earlier  than  the  hour 
prescribed  under  the  above  Orders. 

Part  I (Hours  of  Closing). 

Section  1 (1) — Early  Closing  Days. 

As  a result  of  complaints,  6 shops  were  visited  re  weekly  half-holiday  closing. 
In  one  case,  no  cause  for  complaint  was  found;  while  in  the  remaining  five  cases 
verbal  warnings  were  given. 

In  the  course  of  routine  inspection  three  shops  were  found  not  to  be  observing 
the  terms  of  the  weekly  half-holiday  Order.  As  these  irregularities  were  of  a 
technical  nature,  it  was  considered  sufficient  to  send  letters  of  warning. 

In  18  cases,  shop  half-holiday  notices  were  not  being  exhibited.  Letters  of 
warning  were  sent  to  the  offenders. 

One  complaint  was  lodged  and  on  investigation  it  was  found  that  a contra- 
vention had  taken  place.  The  shopkeeper  was  informed  of  the  requirements  of  the 
Act  and  made  the  necessary  adjustment.  In  the  course  of  routine  inspection  it 
was  found  that  two  shopkeepers  had  contravened  this  Section.  The  responsible 
parties  were  interviewed  and  the  matter  was  duly  rectified.  Two  shopkeepers  on 
making  inquiry  regarding  “late  closing”  were  made  aware  of  the  requirements. 

Circulars  relative  to  hours  of  closing  during  the  Christmas  and  New  Year 
period  were  delivered  to  all  shops  in  the  City. 

Section  2 (1) — General  Closing  Hours. 

The  inspection  of  shops  which  remain  open  for  the  sale  of  certain  commodities 
after  the  closing  hours  prescribed  in  the  various  Half-Holiday  and  Closing  Orders 
and  the  Shops  Act,  1950,  is  undertaken  by  the  Chief  Constable. 
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Section  13  (1) — Mixed  Shops  remaining  open  on  weekly  half-holiday. 

In  41  cases  it  was  found  that  “mixed  shop”  notices  were  not  being  exhibited. 
Letters  of  warning  were  sent  in  each  case. 

Part  II — Conditions  of  Employment. 

This  part  of  the  Act  regulates  the  half-holiday  for  shop  assistants;  meal 
intervals;  the  hours  of  employment  of  persons  under  the  age  of  18  years;  and  makes 
provision  for  the  health  and  comfort  of  shop  assistants. 

Section  17  (1) — Shop  Assistants’  Half-Holiday. 

On  inspection  it  was  found  that  the  shopkeepers  had,  in  57  cases,  failed  to 
exhibit  the  assistants’  weekly  half-holiday  notice.  Warnings  were  given. 

Section  19 — Meal  Intervals. 

In  the  course  of  routine  inspection  no  cases  of  irregularities  were  found  as 
regards  meal  intervals. 

Section  24  (1) — Hours  of  employment  of  young  persons. 

Two  shops  were  visited  as  a result  of  enquiries  regarding  the  conditions  of 
employment  of  young  persons,  and  full  particulars  given  to  shopkeepers.

On  the  premises  being  revisited,  the  required  forms  were  found  to  be  in  order. 

Section  37 — Seats  for  Female  Assistants. 

In  one  case,  seats  were  not  provided  for  female  shop  assistants.  After  the 
employer  had  been  communicated  with,  seats  were  provided. 

Section  38 — Heating  in  Shops. 

In  the  course  of  routine  inspection  it  was  found  that  insufficient  heating  was 
maintained  in  one  shop.  The  matter  was,  however,  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

HAIRDRESSERS’  PREMISES. 

During  the  year,  99  inspections  were  made  of  hairdressers’  premises.  Details 
of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (N) . 

SANITARY  CONDITION  OF  THEATRES,  MUSIC  HALLS,  CINEMAS,  &c. 

All  places  of  public  entertainment  were  periodically  visited  during  the  year. 
The  number  of  licensed  places  of  amusement  is  42,  while  94  applications  for  occa- 
sional licences  were  granted. 

All  these  premises  were  inspected  and  reports  regarding  the  sanitary  con- 
veniences, &c.,  submitted  to  the  Magistrates.  The  number  of  visits  paid  was  153. 
Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (L) . 
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BILLIARD  SALOONS. 

Acting  on  the  instructions  of  the  Magistrates,  all  the  billiard  saloons  (7)  in  the 
City  were  inspected,  and  any  cleaning  or  repairs  carried  out  before  the  licences 
were  renewed.  The  number  of  inspections  was  8. 

Details  of  the  work  done  are  given  in  Appendix  I (M). 

SCHOOLS. 

During  the  year,  schools  throughout  the  City  were  inspected  and  defects 
requiring  attention  were  brought  to  the  notice  of  headmasters  or  reported  to  the 
City  Architect. 

These  defects  included  items  of  structural  disrepair,  defective  appliances  and 
classrooms,  and  sanitary  accommodation  requiring  cleaning  and  redecoration. 

A check  was  also  made  on  facilities  for  the  washing  and  sterilising  of  cooking 
utensils  and  crockery  at  the  dining  halls  and  kitchens.  The  two  sink  method  is 
invariably  used  for  the  washing  and  sterilising  of  crockery,  the  sterilising  sink 
being  fitted  with  an  electric  immersion  element  to  maintain  a suitable  temperature. 
In  some  instances  gas  heated  sterilising  sinks  are  in  use. 

When  plans  of  new  schools  were  submitted  for  observations  relative  to  sanitary 
accommodation,  ventilation,  &c.,  the  proximity  or  otherwise  of  hand-washing 
facilities  for  kitchen  staff  was  also  considered.  The  provision  of  a wash-hand  basin, 
with  hot  and  cold  water  laid  on,  was  requested  in  all  cases  where  these  facilities 
were  not  conveniently  accessible. 

Arrangements  for  the  storage  of  schools  milk  pending  its  distribution  to  pupils 
were  also  checked  to  ensure  that  all  practicable  steps  were  taken  to  prevent  con- 
tamination. 


PUBLIC  BATHS. 

There  are  two  swimming  baths  situated  within  the  City  which  offer  the  follow- 
ing facilities  for  bathers.  The  baths  are  under  the  control  of  the  City  Engineer. 

Bon-Accord  Baths,  Justice  Mill  Lane. 

1 swimming  pond  (fresh  water)  120  ft.  by  42  ft. 

1 Turkish  bath. 

3 Russian  baths. 

40  private  baths. 

Bathing  Station  at  Beach. 

1 swimming  pond  (indoor  salt  water),  90  ft.  by  35  ft. 

The  water  at  both  baths  is  subject  to  continuous  filtration,  chlorination, 
aeration,  and  heating,  and  chloroscope  readings  are  taken  at  intervals  throughout 

the  day. 
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Samples  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination  are  taken  weekly  from 
the  inlet  and  outlet  ends  of  both  baths  by  a member  of  the  Regional  Laboratory 
staff,  and  results  continue  to  be  satisfactory.

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Fishing  Yessels. 

Follow-up  inspections  were  carried  out  of  trawlers  surveyed  in  1955,  and  a 
system  of  recording  information  was  instituted,  providing  for — 

(a)  Cards  giving  complete  accommodation  records  of  all  vessels,  including 

fish  rooms,  crews'  quarters,  galleys,  provision  for  smoke  control,  &c. 

(b)  Cards  containing  records  of  inspections  of  individual  vessels  with  details 

of  defects  and  action  taken. 

By  the  end  of  the  year,  detailed  information  regarding  145  vessels  was  recorded 
and  an  indication  of  environmental  conditions  aboard  is  revealed  by  the  follow-

87  verbal  and  110  written  intimations  were  given  to  owners  and  considerable 
progress  has  been  made  in  improving  accommodation  in  trawlers. 

Whilst  it  is  not  possible  to  alter  the  old  type  of  accommodation,  improvements 
have  been  achieved  by  the  use  of  light  coloured  gloss  paints  in  the  decoration  of 
fo  csles  and  galleys  and  by  action  taken  where  food  storage  and  preparation  stan- 
dards were  unsatisfactory. 

A large  number  of  foul  and  obsolete  trough  closets  were  replaced  with  pedestal 
flush  closets. 

In  some  vessels  there  has  been  no  serious  attempt  by  the  crews  to  keep  their 
accommodation  clean  and  little  evidence  of  officer  control  in  this  respect.  A few 
vessels  arrive  in  port  with  foul  and  choked  closets  and  the  position  is  further  aggra- 
vated by  their  use,  during  the  vessel’s  stay  in  port,  by  shore  labour. 

The  necessity  for  more  effective  control  by  skippers  relative  to  cleansing  of 
accommodation,  or  for  cleaning  by  shore  labour  during  a vessel’s  stay  in  port,  is 
stressed .

RODENT  CONTROL. 

Public  Health  (Ships)  (Scotland)  Regulations,  1952-54. 

These  Regulations  require,  inter  alia,  that  on  arrival  of  a ship  from  a foreign 
port,  the  master  is  required  to  produce  a valid  deratisation  certificate  or  a valid 
deratisation  exemption  certificate. 

A “Valid”  Certificate  is  one  issued  under  these  Regulations,  or  at  an  approved 
foreign  port,  which  has  not  been  current  for  more  than  six  months,  or,  in  the  case 
of  a ship  proceeding  to  her  home  port,  more  than  seven  months  from  the  date  of 
the  last  inspection. 

Some  coastal  vessels,  however,  prefer  to  carry  International  Deratisation 
Certificates  in  order  to  cover  voyages  to  foreign  ports.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  (Application  to  Shipping)  Orders,  1951-56. 

The  above  Orders  apply  the  provisions  of  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests 
Act,  1949,  to  Shipping.  Obligations  relative  to  destruction  of  rats  or  mice  are 
placed  by  this  Order  on  the  person  having  control  of  any  vessel  other  than  a sea- 
going ship.  A Rodent  Control  Certificate  issued  under  this  Order  is  valid  for  four 
months.

An  agreement  exists  between  the  Local  Authority  and  the  Aberdeen  Steam 
Fishing  Vessels  Association  whereby  the  vessels  of  the  Association  are  inspected 
regularly  and  serviced  when  necessary.  One  rat-catcher  is  employed  on  this  work 
and  during  the  year  4,186  visits  were  paid  to  171  vessels,  104£  lbs.  of  poison  bait 
were  laid  and  34£  lbs.  taken. 

Vessels  entering  the  Harbour  are  inspected  for  the  presence  of  rats  and,  if 
necessary,  steps  are  taken  to  eradicate  the  vermin. 

The  rat  incidence  in  the  fleet  has  been  very  low  during  the  year  and  crews  are 
quick  to  notify  any  cases  of  infestation.  Where  cases  of  gross  rat  harbourage  are 
reported  by  the  rodent  operator,  steps  have  been  taken  to  have  it  removed. 

Treatment  of  Fish  Market  and  Quays. 

As  a result  of  reported  rat  incidence  beneath  the  Fish  Market,  a boat  was  made 
available  by  the  Harbour  Engineer  and  a survey  of  this  and  other  quays  was 
carried  out.  Treatment  was  commenced  in  the  infested  areas  but  was  restricted 
to  once  per  month  as  an  approach  to  the  quays  was  only  possible  in  the  afternoons 
when  the  vessels  were  out  and  during  high  water.  Pre-baiting  was  therefore  imprac- 
ticable and  warfarin  in  an  oatmeal  base  was  used.  This  was  mixed  with  liquid 
paraffin  to  retard  deterioration  of  the  bait. 

Reports  from  night  watchmen  indicate  that  the  incidence  of  rats  is  much 
reduced. 

Harbour  Area. 

Several  visits  have  been  made  to  premises  in  the  Harbour  area,  particularly 
imported  food  warehouses,  but  although  in  some  cases  the  rat  harbourage  has  been 
considerable,  no  evidence  of  any  heavy  infestation  has  been  found. 

FISH  INSPECTION. 

Fish  landed  in  Aberdeen  is  mainly  obtained  from  near  and  middle  waters  and, 
as  the  trips  to  the  fishing  grounds  are  of  short  duration,  the  fish  landed  is  generally 

very  fresh. 
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The  Fish  Market  as  a whole  is  controlled  by  two  bodies  in  Aberdeen.  The 
Market  itself  belonging  to  the  Corporation,  and  the  Quay  to  the  Aberdeen  Harbour 
Commissioners . 


In  terms  of  Market  Byelaws  all  fish  must  be  auctioned.  The  smaller  fish  are 
packed  into  hundredweight  boxes  and  laid  out  in  rows  of  twenty  on  the  floor  of 
the  market.  The  larger  fish  such  as  cod,  ling,  &c.,  laid  out  in  fives  or  score  heaps 
as  the  case  may  be.  Large  halibut  are  laid  out  in  rows. 

All  the  fish  landed  is  inspected  by  the  Inspectors  prior  to  sale,  and  that  which 
is  rejected  is  disposed  of  to  the  Fish  Meal  Factories,  which  also  receive  all  unsold 
fish.

Fish  Boxes. 

There  was  a marked  improvement  during  the  year  in  the  standard  of  cleanli- 
ness of  boxes  used  in  the  landing  of  fish.  Periodic  visits  have  been  made  to  check 
the  standard  of  washing  at  the  box  pool. 

During  the  year,  16,885  new  lacquered  boxes  were  put  into  circulation,  and 
the  majority  of  boxes  used  on  the  Market  are  now  of  this  type. 

Dirty  boxes  were  removed  from  the  Market  on  eleven  occasions. 

In  the  summer  months,  returnable  boxes  frequently  arrived  from  fish  retailers 
in  the  south  in  an  extremely  foul  condition.  In  attempting  to  rectify  matters, 
however,  difficulty  is  encountered  in  tracing  the  responsible  consigner. 

During  the  year,  the  Merchants  Pool  put  840,000  new  returnable  boxes  into 
circulation  but  the  future  trend  would  appear  to  be  towards  the  use  of  non-returnable 
boxes. 

Action  was  also  taken  in  cases  of  consigned  fish  arriving  in  dirty  boxes  from 
ports  in  the  north  and  arrangements  have  frequently  been  made  to  have  these 
boxes  cleaned  before  return. 

Herring  Barrels. 

The  practice  of  storing  herring  barrels  at  the  end  of  the  Fish  Market  has  now 

been  stopped. 

Fish  Market. 

The  cleansing  of  the  Fish  Market  floor  after  sales  continues  to  be  of  a high 
standard  although  this  is  often  affected  by  workmen  using  the  Market  as  a thorough- 
fare after  cleaning  has  been  completed. 
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Early  in  the  year,  fish  merchants’  barrows  were  frequently  left  in  a dirty  con- 
dition after  the  sales.  Washing  facilities  were  unsatisfactory,  consisting  solely  of 
stand  pipes.  Arrangements  were  made  to  have  a permanent  flexible  hose  fitted  at 
the  Yawl  Market  and  since  this  has  been  done  there  has  been  a vast  improvement 
in  the  standard  of  cleanliness. 

Fish  Trains. 

Inspections  were  also  carried  out,  prior  to  loading,  of  fish  trains,  and  in  each 
case  were  found  to  be  satisfactory. 

BURIAL  GROUNDS. 

There  are  11  burial  grounds  situated  within  the  City,  i.e.,  six  churchyards 
under  the  control  of  the  Local  Authority  and  five  cemeteries  owned  by  private 
companies.  These  grounds  have  been  visited  and  found  to  be  in  a tidy  condition. 
A crematorium  belonging  to  the  Town  Council  is  situated  in  the  south-west  corner 
of  the  City.
